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VICE-ROYAL VISIT. 


Their Excellencies Lord and Lady Aber- 
deen and party, arrived on Saturday after- 
noon at 3 o'clock by special train in the 
palace car “Victoria.” The South Edmon- 
ton reception committee, comprising Mr. T. 
Bennett, W. F. Dixon and T. Anderson and 
a large number of the citizens were there to 
welcome them and as the train pulled in, a 
hearty cheer was given. The platform was 
nicely decorated. An arch of evergreens 
with a tower at each end surmounted on 
one end with the Union Jack and on the 
other by the Canadian ensign had been 
erected at the exit to the platform upon 
which was the inscription ‘‘wELcoME” and 
flags and streamers hung from severa] of the 
buildings in town. Mr. T. Bennett then 
read an address from the citizens. A piece 
of gold from the Saskatchewan river was 
presented by Master Meredith in Highland 
costume, to Lady Aberdeen. Mrs. Shields 
also presented Lady Aberdeen with a bou- 
quet. The address read as follows:- 

May IT PLRABE YOUR EXCELLENCY: 

We the inhabitants and citizens of South Edmonton 
beg toy offer you and your illustrious consort Lady 
Aberdeen our most hearty welcome to South Edmon- 
ton, being the most northern § railway terminus in 


our Dominion or in fact up.u tine American contin- 
ent. 


But although cur infant town is situated in this 
tar northern district on the banks of the great Sas- 
katchewan, the point from which the celebrated 
explorer Siw John Franklia took his overland course 
to the Arctic seas in the year 1820, we boast ofa 
fine country, rich soil,a pleasant and healthy cii- 
mate and as encouraging prospects as can be offered 
to industry and capital, in an agricultural point of 
view, as could be obtained in amore southern 
clime. , 

Our land 1s underlaid with an inexhaustible supply 
of coal. Ia our rocksand streams are Geposits of 
untold wealth in gold and precious metals, awaiting 
only enterprise and capital to develop them. 

We have a boundless country, as yet unknown to 
the average statesman and capitalist, and we there- 
fore appreciate in the highes. sense the honor Your 
Excellencies have paid us in visiting this out of the 
way portion of our great Northwest. 

You will no doubt be pleased with the appearance 
of the country and the progress which has been 
made in settling on the lands along this line of 
railway over which you have just passed, covering a 
period of only three years. We have yet room for 
millions of settlers, and we trust that a greater 
impetus will be given to immigration than has yet 
been known in the history of our Dominion. And 
knowing the great iuterest Lady Aberdcen with 
yourself takes in these matters we fer] the greatest 
confidence that your visit will be beneficial to the 
country, as we trust it will be pleasant to your- 
selves. 

We therefore pray that prosperity may continue 
to follow in your wake on this occasion as it has in 
the past 

Wshing your Excellency and the Countess the 
continued blessing of good health to enable you to 
carry the useful and important measures so charac- 
teristic of your lives and along and happy life to 
enjoy them.

We have great pleasure in presenting to Her 
Excellency on bchalf of the ladies of South Edmon- 
ton a small nugget of gold taken from the great 
Saskatchewan as a souvenier of her visit to South 
Edmonton. 

A general presentation of the citizens 
followed. Afterwards, the committee, Mr. 
Wilson and Major Griesbach held a private 
interview with Lord Aberdeen in which he 
spoke most hopefully ofthe future of the 
country. 

Mayor McCauley, Rev. Father Lacombe 
and Rev. D. G. McQueen then waited upon 
their excellencies in reference to the 
arrangements to be made for the proceed 
ings at Edmonton and St. Albert and were 
graciously received. A committee of hd- 
monton ledies appointed by a ladies’ meet- 
ing held in the town hali Friday afternoon 
and comprising Mrs. Oliver, Mrs. Prince, 
Mrs. Dean, Mrs. A. Macdonald, (pastor), 
Mrs. A. Taylor, Mrs. Adamson and Mrs. 
Jas. Lauder, sen., waited upon Lady Aber- 
deen,with arequest that sheshould addressa 
womens’ meeting in Edmonton, Her Ex- 
celiency acceded to the request and suggest- 
ed that as president of the Nationial Coun- 
cil of Women of Canada, her address be on 
the objects of this society with a view to 
organizing a local council in Edmonton and 
that the hour be 8:30 on Sunday evening. 

At seven o'clock in the evening the vice 
royal party left the train for Edmonton in 
carriages, Mayor McCauley accompanying 
Excellencies in their carriage. A torch, 
light procession gotten up by the people of 
South Edmonton accompanied and lighted 
the party to the ferry landing and then form- 
ing lines on each side sang ‘“‘ Auld Lang 
Syne” as the carriages drove on the ferry. 
At the same time the bagpipes piayed by 
Thos. Hourston struck up at the landing on 
the north side. On landing three cheers were 
given by the large crowd which had as- 
sembled at the band stand at the top of the 
hill and the party drove up the hill to the 
music of the bag s. On reaching the top 
the members o the St. Andrew's society 
who were waiting there cheered heartily 
and the band struck up ‘‘God Save the 
Queen.” The carriages which had come 
across the river were joined by another con- 
taining the town councillors and a proces- 
sion was formed with the torches in front 
followed by the band, the vice royal party 
in carriages, the town council in carri 
and the St. Andrew’s society or. foot. e 
procession passed by way of first street to 
Jasper avenue and to Robertson Hall. The 
sidewalks were crowded with people as se 
procession passed along and as they passe 
the grand arch of = ns lighted by 
electric light at the junction of Queen 
Street, three cheers were given and cheers 
were given again on reaching the hall. 

The hall was filled before the vice-royal 
party arrived, and afterwards it was jammed 
and crowded as it had never been before, 
and still hundreds of pecple could not get 


in. The hall was decora’ magnificently 
with heads of the wood , musk-ox, 
mountain sheep, mountain goat and deer of 
several varieties, robes ot furs of many 


kinds, flags, streamers and mottoes, and at 
one side a show of vegetables such as only 
Edmonton can produce. On the plattorm, 
beside their Excellencies, were mayor Mc.- 
Cauley and councillors McDougall, Strang, 
—_ pe om and = » Major 
riesbach tors Snyder and How- 
ard. Mayor MeCeule acted as chairman. 
A selection was by the orchestra and 
the address from the town was read by A.

displayed garlanded with tlowers. 
Father Lacombe who is in charge of the 
mission was invited to accompany their 
Excel'encies to St. Albert in their carriage. 
The party then proceed to St. Albert pre- 
ceded by the police escort and followed by a 
very long procession of people driving. 

At St Albert elaborate preparations had 
been made. A splendid arch of evergreens 
spanned the bridge in the centre and the 
bells chimed as the party appeared in view. 
As they ascended the hill to the bishop's

played suitable pieces. Fully a thousand 
people awaited the party at the mission 
buildings. An arch had been erected in 
front at the gate to the palace and there 
His Lordship Bishop Grandin and his clergy 
met the vice royal party. On the party 
alighting from their carriages an address of 
welcome was read by His Lordship Bishop 
Grandin in French; and na address from the 
English speaking residents was read by H. 
W. McKenney in English and’an address on 
behalf of the French Canadian and French 
half-breed population was read by A. Prince 
M. L. A. fer St. Albert. The addresses 
were so tastefully illuminated as to call 
forth remark by Lord Aberdeen. They were 
the work of the reverend sisters at St. 
Albert and Edmonton. Lord Aberdeen re- 
plied in French to the addresses which had 
been presented in that language and in 
English to the English address. The party 
then visited the orhpanage of Indian and 
half-breed children. A stage had been 
erected in the school room which was oc- 
cupied by the vice royal party, the bishop 
and clergy and Jeading citizens of the place. 
The children sang songs of welcome and an 
address in English was presented by a little 
girl and an address in French by a little boy. 
‘The walls were decorated with mottoes of 
the families to which their Excellencies be- 
long, and in speaking in reply, Lord Aber- 
been alluded happily to these mottoes. The 
party then proceeded to the convent of the 
Sisters of charity. where lunch was served 
and to which about forty persons sat down. 
After lunch, the church was visited and ad- 
mired, particularly the sculpture by some 
of the lay brothers. It was now ahout six 
o'clock and time for the party to return to 


Edmonton. They, departed amid cheers 
for the Queen, and for Lord and Lady 
Aberdeen. On leaving, Lord Aberdeen 


remarked upon the beauty of the situation 
of the mission and surroundings. 

In the evening, Robertson Hall was filled 
to hear Lady Aberdeen deliver her address 
as arranged, on the Natiova! Council of 
of Women of Canada.

sorry he was moved to reply in the manner he aid. 
He is under the impression that my letter was writ 
» for the purpose of injuring him and treats it as u 
personal attack Nothing was farther from mv 
mind than the conception he has of my object. The 
letter was wiitten for the purpose of vindicating the 
arbitrators from the unwarrantable insinuations 
made against them by him in his critiscism of the 
aw id: to show thatsuch criticism was nota fair 
statement of the facts. It was persoual only so far 
as it referred to Mr. Taylor, the arbitrator. He must 
remember that I have a reputation at stake as well 
as himself and when by his actions and words he 
attacks me, I intend to defend myself as well as I 
- ». He says he never attacked me; true he did not 
in so wany words say I had given a false award, but 
proadly he insinuated it. Had he not done so, I 
should certainly not have replied to his criticiem 
ie knew I would do 80, ifhe wrote and published 
such a document, 80 he was not taken by surprise, 
He even knew that his letter would be published, 
for the third arbitrator told him so. If in stating 
y case, I have made any false charges againt Mr. 
Taylor, 1 will be only too pleased to retract them 
and apelogize for my mistake, when he shows such 
charges to be wrong or false. If I haye told the 
public truths which are unpalatable to him my 
reason for so doing has been to place myself in the 
proper light before the public and not for the pur- 
pose of injuring him. if he has suffered by this 
irse, it cau hardly be charged that it is my fault. 

in all sincerity I deny any intention of injuring Mr. 
Taylor, mush less of having made a personal attack 
on hum. However I cannot, at the present time re- 
tract a word of my last letter, but wish it to be clear- 
understood that any remarks I have made or may 
make about him refer only to his conduct and actions 
10 arbitrator in the Town vs McDougall. He 
contends that his so-called dissenting judgment is 
not & Criticism of the award, On this I take issue 
sith him.

Chalmers’ figuring did not show this, but a decrease 
of at least $350, Mr. Taylor took the hint and saga- 
ciously explains that Mr. Chalmers’ was taken with- 
out warming ete. Still he puts Mr, Chalmers in his 
“jittle list” asa witness for thetown. I claim his 
evidence was more in favor of McDougall than of the 
town. Mr. Bellamy and Mr. Randall both valued 
lots tacing the trail at the same figure as lots facing 
McDougali street, yet these, and other witnesses who 
made similar pertinent remarks, are seized upon by 
Mr. Taylorand putdown by him as having given 
lence entirely and only in favor of the town. 
Resides Mr. Chalmers, there were other witnesses 
for the town, whose values when figured out did not 
correspond with their simple statements as to the 
amount of the increase to block X by the extension 
{the street. Mr. Taylor most likely, will accuse me 
fslandering these witnesses, and raise a temp- 
stin a tea-pot, as he has done in regard to the 
town councillors and treasurer. He says he never 
criticised his fellow arbitrators. What is the follow- 
ing, fi not a criticism? ‘Is not this a beautiful 
showing for me to find a trail upon and give an 
award upon”? This was not written some days after 
the award was signed and the chief reason for the 
award was that we found a trail and upon evidence 
which Mr. Taylor sneers at. Still he dare not accept 
ny challenge to publish his legal opinion that there 
je notatrail. ‘* This is not one of his strong points.” 
His treatment of the correspondence is unfair and 
his conclusions wrong If McDougall ever offered 
the 50 feet free, where was the necessity for an ar- 
jitration? Mr. Taylor says McDougall withdrew his 
oifer in 1884; but goes outside the evidence in so 
stating, and I do not know whether it ie true or not, 
It certainly was not brought to the attention of the 
arbitrators. Briefly; I consider Mr. Taylor’s minor- 
ity report a criticism for these reasons. 


], It is one- sided ; in parts untrue; and therefore 
wae not fair to the arbitrators who signed the award; 
as they had no means of explaining their case ex- 
cept as has been done ;and for which Mr. Taylor so 
roundly abuses me, 


2. The correspondence is intentionaliy misconstru- 
cd ané wrongly interpreted by Mr. Taylor, and also 
in a different manner from what the three arbitrators 
agreed upon when considering the award, 


3. Mr. Taylor states what he knows to be wrong, 
in reference to the trail,and entircly different from 
what he agreed to in considering the award. 


4.The document etates that there are 
nogrounds; no evidence or facts to warrant an 
award of $325. 

If the stating, as in number four is not a criticism, 
but algo an insult to the arbitrators, I cannot under- 
stand my native language. 

Now I turn to his letter. When speaking of his so- 
called judgment, I will as before refea to it as his 
criticism. I fail to understand the reason of my 
friends warmth and anger. Had I made some out- 
rayeous charges agalnst him, without producing 
any evidence to support them, I could understand 
his indignation, and his frantic appeal to the whole 
town to come to his rescue, but sir, I only made a 
few charges not one of which he has refuted. I have 
accused Mr. Taylor of five things, viz: 


1. That his so-called judgment yas simply a criti- 
cism of the award 

». That he broke faith with the arbitrators. 

3. That he contradicted himself re “‘the trail.” 

} That P, Heiqinck & Co", digplaced him ag Me- 
Dougall's agent lastepring. 

5. That he was a prejudiccd aribitrator and stulti- 
fied himself in so acting. 


Now sir, what charge have I not proved? No. 1,2 
and 3 I prored in wy last letter by giving cold facts, 
No. 4 Mr. Taylor does not deny, but quibbles about 
it, No. 5 remains proved and he lets it severely 
alone, 


in reference to charge 4, the only one Mr, Taylor, 
juentions, he aaswere, -that at the time of the arbi- 
tration, he was acting for McDougall jn a ‘‘profession- 
al capacity,” I stated that he was displaced ag Mc- 
Dougall’s agent by P. Heiminck & Co., not that 
Heiminck was McDougall’s solicitor. Mark the 
uivbling here, for jt o¢coyrs all through his letter, 
as well as his criticisms. However, ] want no etronger 
proof that he stultified himself in acting as an arbitrat- 
r, than his statement that while being McDougall’s 
solicitor (he could not act in any other capacity pro- 
fessionally) he acted aa arbitrator in acase against 
McDougall. On the orther charges he is dumb. 
As to his letter J dq not intend to say much; mere- 

|) to refute some statements and to give the lie di- 
rect to others. Let me here say that Mr. Taylor's 
allusions to my having desires for a position in 
public affairs, cannot add strength to his case. 
Granting ] have such desires, would it not have been 
to my personal advantage to have been with the very 
large majority of the tagpayers who were anxious 
for an award in favor of the town. If he proves any- 
thing by this it is that I, seeking a position in public 
affairs, stood upand opposed the majority of the 
taxpayers led by their “‘chcsen arbitrator” and re- 
fused to be coerced aad bullied into giving an unfair 
and dishonest - award. 1 could wish for no 
better testimony as to my entire , freedom 
dom from prejudice and partiality than M r, Taylor 
-upplies me with. I regret that, for obvious reasons, 
| cannot return the compliment, 
in the next paragraph be gets himself so involved 
and entangled that one is are of Disraeli’s say- 
‘ng “He is intoxieated by the exuberance of his own 
‘erbosity.”

Counti 
pats he hss buta bare on his side, while 
he evidence is sifted (which he admitted he had 
never dove at the time he told the arbitrators his de- 
iden’ Which, in his criticism, he only doce with 


cording to the evidence,” meant that becauze 15 men 
were in favor of the town and 14 against, I had to 
give the award to the town. This may be a very 
astule arguiment, but it is not logical or sensible. 
Let us see how it comes out. The town has, Mr. 
Taylor says, 12 men on its side, Had Mr. McDoug- 
all called more than this number who swore that 
McDongall was entitled to damages then Mr. Taylor 
would have signed our award; in- fact must have 
given an award for more, forno witness yiyes the 
damage at less than $1000, If Mr. Taylor considers 
the duties of an arbitrator to consist only in count- 
ing the ‘‘ayes and nays,” I am sorry for his deficien- 
cy in commor sense. Had i imagined that as an 
arbitrator I was to become an nonentity ; a sort of 
automatic counting machine, I would have thought 
it beneath my dignity to have accepted the position. 
My conception of the duties was entirely different to 
Mr. Taylor’s.I considered the evidence, weighed and 
sifted it, visited and viewed the ground in dispute, 
and exercised what comaion sense God has given me, 
in arriving ata decision. By these means I reached 
the sum of $325. The public can decide which was 
the fairest and most sensible manner of giving an 
award. The lastday upon which the arbitrators 
were to hear evidence, the solicitor for McDougail 
asked for an adjournment in orderto have several 
more witnesses called. The chairman (Mr, Taylor) 
urged him to close his case, assuring him that he 
(Mr. Taylor) would not be guided in his award by the 
number of witnesses called’on either side, intimating 
that the majority would not guide him in his award. 
He even went sofaras to remark “Ido not think 
any of the arbitrators will count heads.” With this 
assurance Mr. Bown was evidently satisfied and ask- 
ed that he be given the privilege of calling one wit- 
ness at the next sitting; when the arguments were 
to be delivered. I do not know what conclusions 
the public will draw from this very cute move on his 
part. Ihave described his conductin reference to 
this matter as cute, your readers can supply their 
own terms, butI fancy mine will be the mildest of 
all. A few daysafter his public deciaration that the 
majority of witnesses would not influence his award 
and tnat be “‘would not count heads,’’ what does he 
do? Why sir, he writesa criticism on the award, in 
which he takes the arbitrators to task for not giving 
an award, in favor of the town; because he says, it 
(the town) has the bulk of evidence and the majority 
of witnesses in its favor. To put it in another shape 
he says ‘‘I have counted heads” and find their num. 

ber is 12 forthe town and a fewer number against; 

thereby doing exactly what he assured Mr. Bown he 
would not do. His criticism means, if it means any- 
thing, that Mr. Edmiston and myself did not know 
our duties; did not realize the meaning of our oatha, 
and signed an award which was based upon neither 
facts or figures. His next trouble seems to be that | 
did not refer to the letters put in as evidence, One 
letter, | quoted from, but which evidently escaped 
his notice. The others Lincluded when challenging 
him to show that McDougall ever made a free offer 
to the town. There is no use of his quibbling 
about theword “free” in his next letter, as it won't 
work. His letter of May 6th ’93 was tendered as evi- 
dence by Mr. Bown, but Mr. Taylor, without consult- 
ing the other arbitrators objected, but finally con- 
descended to allow acopy of parts tobe fyled. As 
his only objection was that the letter mentioned the 
names of svine of his clients, I have left these out. 
In other respects the following isa full copy. This 
will ren¢cr me safe from any charges of garbling or 
misrepresentation, from Mr. Taylor. Had I known 
its import at that time, this controversy would not 
have occured, as I would haye refused to have gone 
on with the arbftration under the pecular conditions 
revealed by this letter. I fully believe that the 
third arbitrator would have done the same thing.

Sir: A number of people residing in the castern 
end of the tawn, including and others for 
the last week have heen secretly surveying a right of 
way from the middle ferry to their end of the town 
and up by Humberstone’s mine. Their intention is to 
offer this for the use of the town and i have found out 
that they are urging the point that the Methodist 
mission and you are not willing to give the right of 
way over your properties, and consequently the 
ferry road cannot be put on your property. They 
intend to bring this matter before the council and 
have four council men pledged to support them I 
got wind of itand immediately wrote an official letter 
on behalf of the Methodist church, offering a free 
right of way over their property up the hill and along 
in front of the parsonage to the church, being the 
same as is now used, 


Now to make this thing complete it wiil be neces- 
sary for you at the foot of the hill and near the river 
bank to give free right of way as the ferry lands on 
your land, it will also be necessary for you to grant 
a free right of way to the end of the Ross 
grede on top of the hil as that grade 
comes out upon your land, besides the town 
council have expressed their willingness to continue 
McDougall street through to the brow of the hill on 
the south side of Jasper avenue and to expropriats 
the lot that MeCauley; owned, but which has been 
sold to another party and lot1R.L.8. They say 
that they will dothis if you will give a free right of 
way 50 feet wide from the hack of lot (1) one to the 
bank, mecting the trail asitoomes up the hill. As 
to the property that McCauley owns, he is willing to 
grant a right of way up to his house or as far as his 
land goes, free, this then will make a good street. 

Now you 2an readily see that this will be of wonder- 
ful advantage to you, it will pay vou 400 per cent, 
because the block of land which now lies back of the 
main street, could then be opened up and bea 
deautiful place for a residence. It will be worth four 
times as much as it is at presert, you will also have 
the main ferry road and the traffic bridge road when 
the bridge is built going right by the property,there- 
by enhancing the value of it andthe whole of the 
balance of river lot S at least 20 per cent, 


I sincerely hope that you will foliaw my suggestion 
n this patter, as i feel Sure that it is for your bene- 

t, and we Would ask you to let us know of your 
decision in the matter by return of mail so that we 
may advise the town council. By following my sug- 
gestions you will successfully break up the past 
combination and place your property in the very 
centre of the business part of the town. 


In this case of course I will ‘nsist that the town 
will pay the expenses of the sur vey and the tranafer 
fee. Kindly let us hear from you by return mail re 
this matfer,

It was in answer to this letter that MoDoucall 
wrote On May 16, 1893, when he says ‘‘Iam willing 
to do what is right and fair,” in order to break up 
the combination who were secretly surveying a trail 
to knock the west end out, provided ‘‘ that the town 
opens up and continues McDougall street’, Mc- 
Dougall street is 80 feet wide and to make an exten- 
sion of such street, such extension would have to be 
80 feet wide and not 66 as is now dore. In Mr. 
Taylon's letter he says “the town wiil expropriate 
the lot that McCauley owned and Lot 1,R.L. 8” 
making 100 feet. Upon these terms McDougall said 
he would give the 50 feet back of Lot 1, R. Lot 8, 
but never, so far asthown, did he coffer to give the 
50 feet free for a 66 foot street, and | again challenge 
Mr. Taylor to prove it. He repeatsin his letter 
the untruth of the free offer, when I have his word 
that McDougall never intended to do so and was 
entirely guided in the matter by his (Mr. Taylor's) 
advice. I have also seen his opirion in writing as 
McDougal!'s solicitor, ‘‘ that the town are compelled 
to open up McDougall street south, 80 feet wide.” 
Observe the difference between Mr. Taylor the 
**chosen atbitrator’s” opinion and Mr. Taylors’s 
opinion when acting as McDougall's solicitor. As to 
Heiminck’s letter, i¢ does not contain an offer of the 
50 feet, free and unconditionaliy,and much as Mr. 
Taylor may quibble about, twist and misinterpet 
this letter, he cannot make a tane man 80 think. 
If he chose to put a construction on this letter to 
suit the award given by him on May 6, 1893, he 
should not blame me for not being able to agree 
with him. I offered te pay the costs of the arbi- 
tration could he-prove that McDougall or Heiminck 
ever offered the 50 feet free for a street such as 
shown on the plan placed before the arbitrators. In 
place of this offer, he says it is ‘*a low 
mean bluff "and that I have treated him shametully 
and seandaliaed him. If the the truth scandalises 
him I plead guiity. 

I new come to the gravest, .o me, part of his let- 
ter, and Sir, in speaking of him and bis remarks 
heretofore, | have endeavored to use the mildest and 
xentiest language; however, in his remarks in refer- 
ence to my “‘aSsumed” case of six or seven witnesses, 
he hag se outrageously exceeded the limits of fair- 
play that I must gently >but firm/y remonstrate with 
my young friend. So long as he confives his little 
jokes and pleasantries 1o my letier, myself and 
what I did say, I am satisfied to allow him to enjoy 
himeelf. I have ne objection to his endeavoring to 
create sympathy for himself at my expense, and by 
personal abuse try to draw a herring across the 
scent. In allthese little pecularities of bir. Taylor 
I can thorough!y enter into, and enjoy watching his 
assumed holy horor at anyone daring to point out 
his conduct; but when he states what is false, what 
any man who can read the English language knows 
to be false, for the purpose of making me slander the 
mayor, councillors and Mr. Kirkpatrick, I must char- 
acterize his wilful misre tation as contemptible. 
Whoever would have thought that a Q.C. would 
make a false statement, and upon this work himeelf 
into a cataleptic condition which was only relieved 
by a flow of eloquence in which he “brands me with 
the coutempt of the whole towo.” All this I have to 
endure for what,? For something 1 never said or 
thought. Mr. Tavior savs I said so; but between 


| 
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hisfsaying so and its being so there is as great a dif- 
ference as between night and day; ss between a de- 
iderate falsehood and the plain truth. Had I com- 
pared these gentlemen to 8. S. Taylor in his actions 
as 2a arbitrator, then I should indeed have grossly 
insulted them and deserved worse than branding. 
I know these gentlemen too well to use such a hu- 
miliating comparison. All comparisons are 
odious; but such a one would also have been 
odoriferous —of things not lovely. He is too anxious 
to get into good company. Let us see how my friend 
argues, how fairly and bow honestly he quotes. I 
said ‘‘ I do not infer nor wish it to be thought, that 
in the following example I compare the town witnegs- 
es to those in my assumed case.” Mr. Taylor says “‘that 
I have with me, six or seven prejudiced witnesess. 
Now these men to whom he refers are the town coun- 
cillors and the town treasurer.” Is this not a de- 
liberate falsification.?. Mr. Taylor cannot and dare 
not deny my charges, and so resorts to prevaricating. 
This style of argument my learned friend calls logic; 
it is his idea of gentlemaniy controversy and “ iss 
sample of the reason, I suppose, upon which he based 
award,” In his own classical phrase, “its too 
thin.” 
I attached to the evidence of these gentlemen the 
same importance as to others, and I do not ask Mr. 
Taylor to accept my word for this; but he can scarce- 
ly again explain “it’s too thin.” when I can prove it 
by a gentleman in whom he has the greatest 
confidence and who, although signing the same a- 
ward as myself, honestly differed from Mr. Taylor. 
He has al) he can attend to at present to clear his 
own Character, without rushing to the help of people 
who have never been attacked. 


For the third arbitrator he has very kindly feelings 
even leaving his abuse of myself to assure the public 
that W, S. Edmiston is a gentleman. If Mr. Edmis- 
ton can survive the compliment I will endeavor to 
bear up under the implied insult. How Mr. Taylor’s 
keen and convincing logic runs through every line of 
his letter.! 

In conclusion I ask the public to note the tenor of 
Mr. Taylor’s next letter, if he is foolish enough to 
attempt one, and see what charges he refutes, Call- 
ing me bad names wili not prove that he was not a 
prejudiced judge and wrote his award on May 6th. 
1893. My charges are not vague or indefinite. My 
last letter contained five which I have Jabulated in 
order to facilitate his reply. If not tired when 
through answering these old charges he might be 
able te find a few more to answer in my present let- 
ter. With this letter I leave the subject for ood. 
If he has been slandered; if I have mace any false 
statements about him or the arbitration, he can 
casily prove them to be false. We were not alone, 
and it need not be a question of his word against 
mine. Thanking you for so much of your valuable 
space for discussing such unimportant personages 
as Mr. Taylor and myself

A curious piece of typographical work 
was turned out of the BULLETIN office this 
week called the Ganaweyittamuk of the 
Cree nation. It is the Indian caleuder of 
for 1895 and is circulated among the Indians 
between here and the Arctic circle. The 
days of the month are represented by 
strokes and the Sundays by a cross, while 
the month is printed in Cree characters and 
is illustrated by signs. For instance, the 
month of January is the month of the big 
moon, February is the month of the eagle, 
March is known as the month of the wild 
goose, April is represented by a frog, and so 
on. Each mouth has its own illustration. 
On the opposite side of the dates are scrip- 
tural illustrations beginning with our Lord 
as a child and illustrating the principal 
events of His life, such as the temptation, 
the crucifixion and the ascension in the 
months that they took place. This almanac 
also serves as a means of recording Fast 
days, Lent and serves as a calendar and 
religious aid. It will be January. 1895, at 
least before this Ganaweyittamuk reaches 
some ef its dusky readers. It is published 
by Rev. Father Lacombe for circulation | 
amongst the missions of the Roman Catholic 
church in the North-west.
